A YEAR’S REVIEW OF THE WAR. 


Report of the General-in-Chief. 


Halleck Handles Freely the 
Ge=erals—Blames Some, Praises e, 
and tells what they all have been 
about. 


The other principal events in this 
Department down to the time that Ro- 
secrans left it may be summarized as 
follows : 

February 3d. Fort Donelson. in- 
vested by the rebels. They attacked, 
were repulsed and retreated—loss 900. 
Our loss, 13 killed and 51 wounded. 

March 4. Col. Coburn, with 1,845 
men, attempted a reconnoissance from 
Franklin toward Springfield. The 
rebel Van Dorn’s column got him in a 
gorge and took 1,406 of ‘his men. En- 
emy’s loss 150 killed and 450 wounded. 

March 20. Col. Hall defeated the 
rebel Gen. Morgan. Our loss, 55. 
Enemy’s loss, sixty-six killed and 300 
wounded. 

March 25. The rebel General Forrest 
made a cavalry raid on the Nashville 
and Columbia railroad. Capt. G. C. 
Smith attacked him in the rear and re- 
captured most of the stolen property. 
Smith’s loss, 27. 

April 10-20. A guerilla force at- 
tacked a train near Lavergne, and 
captured 200 of its guards. Van Dorn 
attacked Franklin, but was repulsed 
by Gen. Granger, with a loss of 102. 
Gen. J. J. Reynolds made a raid on 
the Manchester and McMinnville rail- 
road, and captured 180 prisoners. 
Col. Straight, with 1,600 men, made a 
raid into Georgia, and was compelled 
to surrender. 

May 22, Gen. Stanly made a raid 
on Middleton, capturing 80 rebels, 200 
horses and 600 stands of arms. 

June 4, t e rebel Gen. Forrest made. 
a raid on Franklin, and June 11, on 
Triune. His losses 100, ours 17. 

The report deals no stronger rebuke 
to Rosecrans than is found in the fol- 
lowing ; and in the letters that passed 
between them it is not so sure that 
Halleck got much the better of the 
Department Commander : 

“While Gen. Grant was operating 
before Vicksburg information deemed 
reliable was received from captured 
rebel correspondence that large de- 
tachments were being drawn from 
Bragg’s army to reinforce Johnson 
in Mississippi. Reinforcements were 
sent to Grant from other armies in the 
West, but Gen. Rosecran’s army was 
left intact, in order that he might take 
advantage of Bragg’s diminished num- 
bers, and drive him back into Georgia, 
and thus secure loyal East Tennessee 
from the hands of the rebels, an ob- 
ject which the Government has kept 
constantly in view from the beginning 
of the war. I therefore urged Gen. 
Roscorans to take advantage of this 
opportunity to carry out his long pro- 
jected movement, informing him that 
Gen. Burnside would co-operate with 


| 


his force, moving from Kentucky to 
Tennessee. For various reasbns 


until the termination of the siege of 
Vicksburg.” 

“In order to avoid any misunder- 
standing of the orders given to Gen. 
Rosecrans on this subject, I submit 
the following correspondence : 

Morrrersporo, Tenn., June 11, 1863. 

‘Your dispatch of to-day received. 
You remember I gave you, as a neces- 
sary condition of succéss, an adequate 
cavalry force. Since that time I have 
not lost a moment in mounting our 
dismounted cavalry as fast as we could 
get horses. Not more than 300 re- 
main to be mounted. The 5th Iowa, 
ordered up from Donaldson, arrived 
to-day. The lst Wisconsin will he 
here by Saturday. My preliminary 
infantry movements have nearly all 
been completed, and I am preparing 
to strike a blow that will tell. Butto 
show you how differently things are 
viewed here, I called on my Corps and 
Division Commanders and Generals of 
Cavalry for answers in writing to the 
que t ons— 

“First: From your best informa 
tion, do you think the enemy materi- 
ally weakened in our front? Second : 
Do you think this army can advance 
at this time with reasonable prospect 
of fighting a great and successful bat- 
tle? Third: Do you think an advance 
advisable at this time? To the first, 
eleven answered no ; six yes—to the 
extent of 10,000. To the second, four 
yes, with doubts; thirteen no. To 
the third, not one yes ; seventeen. no. 
“Not one thinks an advance advi- 
sable until Vicksburg’s fate is dcter- 
mined. Admitting these officers to 
have a reasonable share of military 
sagacity, courage, and patriotism, you 
perceive that there are graver and 
stronger reasons than probably appear 
at Washington for the attitude of this 
army.” 

I therefore counsel caution and pa- 
tience at Head-Quarters. Better wait 
a little to get all we can ready to in- 
sure the best result. If, by so doing, 
we, per force of Providence, observe a 
great military maxim—not to risk two 
great and decisive battles at the same 
time—we might have cause to be 
thankful for it. At all events, you see 
that, to expect success, J must have 
such thorough grounds that when I 
say “Forward,” my word will inspire 
conviction and confidence where both 
are now wanting. I should like to 
have your suggestions.

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battles at the same time. It will apply 
to a single army, but not to two 
armies acting independently of each 
other, Johnston and Bragg are acting 
on interior lines, between you and 
Grant, and it is for their interest, not 
ours, that they should fight at different 
times, so as to nse the same force 
against both of you. It is for our in- 
terest to fight them if possible while 
divided, Ifyou are not strong enough 
to fight Bragg with a part of his force 
absent, you will not be able to fight 
him after the affair at Vicksburg is 
over, and his troops return to your 
There is another military maxim that 
“Councils of War never fight.” If 
you say that you are not prepared to 
fight Bragg I shall not command you 
to do so for the responsibility of fight- 
ing or refusing to fight at a particular 
time or place must rest upon the Gen- 
eral in immediate command. It can- 
not be shared by a Council of War, 
nor will the authorities here make you 
fight against your will. You ask me 
to\council them to caution and pa- 
tience. I have done so very often, but 
after five or six months OF inactivi 
with your force all the time diminish. 
ing and no hope of any immediate in- 
crease, you must not be surprised that 
their patience is pretty well exhausted. 
If you do not deem it prudent to risk 
a general battle with Bragg, why can 
you not harrass him, or make such de- 
monstrations as to prevent his send- 
ing more reinforcements to Johnston ? 
I do not write this in a spirit of fault- 
finding, but to assure you that the pro- 
leieal inactivity of so large an army 
in the field is causing much complaint 
and dissatisfaction, not only in Wash- 
ington, but throughout the country. 
Very resp’t, your obd’t ser’vt.

“ GeneraL.—tIn your favor of the 
12th instant you say you do not see 
how the maxim of fighting two great 
battles at the same time, applies to 
the case of.this army and Grant’s. 
Looking at the matter practically, we 
and our opposing forces are so wide- 
ly separated that for Bragg to matc- 
rially aid Johnston, he must abandon 
our front substantially, and then we 
can move to our ultimate work with 
more rapidity and less waste of mate- 
rial on natural obstacles. If Grant is 
defeated both forces will come here, 
and then we ought to be near our base. 
The same maxim that forbids, as you 
take it, a single army fighting two 
great battles at the same time,—by 
the way, a very awkward thing to do— 
would forbid this uation’s engaging 
all its forces in the great West at the 
same time, so as to leave it without 
a single reserve to stem the current 
of possible disaster. This is, I think, 
sustained by high military and political 
considerations. We ought to fight 
here if we have a strong prospect of 
winning a decisive battle over the op- 
osing force, and upon this ground I 
shall act. I shall careful not to 
risk our last reserve without strong 
ground to expect success.

Revised Regulations for the Army, 
| That should be known by every Soldier. 


The following extracts from the Re- 
vised Army Regulations are published 
for the information and guidance of all 
concerned ; 


1. All inferiors are required to obey strictly 
ahd to execute ‘with alacrity and good faith, 
the lawful orders of the superiors appointed 
over them. 

17. An officer who succeeds ta any com- 
mand.or duty stands in regard to his duties in 
the same situation as his predecessor. The 
officer relieved shall tern over to his successor 
all orders in force at the time, and all the 
pablic property and funds pertaining to his 
command or duty, and shall receive therefor 
| duplicate receipts, showing the condition of 
each article. . 

18. An officer in a temporary command shall 
not, except in urgent cases, alter or annul the 
standing orders of the regular or permanent 
commander withont-antbority from the next 
higher commander. 

It is enjoined upon all officers to be 
cautious in reproving non-commissioned offi- 
cers in the presence or hearing of privates, 
lest their autbority be weakened ; and non- 
commissioned officers are not to be sent to the 
guard-room and mixed with privates during 
confinement, but to be considered as placed in 
arrest, except in aggravated cases, where es- 
cape may be apprehended. 

8&5.. Every article, excepting arms and ac- 
coutrements, belonging to the regiment, is to 
be marked with the number and name of the 
regiment. 

86. Such articles as belong to companies are 
to be marked with the letter of the company. 
and number and name of the regiment; and 
such as belong to men, with their individual 
numbers, and the letter of the company. 

91. Each subaltern officer will charged 
with a squad for the supervision of its order 
and cleanliness ; and captains will require 
their lieutenants to assist thein in the perform- 
}ance of all company duties. 

93. The utmost attention will be paid by 
commanders of companies to the cleanliness 
of their men, as to their persons, clothing. 
farms, accoutrements, and equipments, and 
also as to their quarters or tents. 

100. Where conveniences for bathing are to 
be had, the men should bathe once or twice a 
week. The fect to be washed at least twice 
a week. The bair kept short, and beard neatly 
trimmed. 

102. Commanders of companies and squads 


possession of the men are always kept in good 
order, and that proper care be taken in clean- 
ing them.

And 
each soldier must, at all times, be provided 
with a haversack and canteen. and will exhibit 
them at all inspections. It will be borne on 
the left side on marches, guard, and when 
paraded for detached service, the canteen out- 
side the haversack. | 

114, Officers at their stations, in camp or in 


form. 

- 115. Soldiers will wear the prescribed uni- 
form in camp or garrison, and will not be per- 
mitted to keep in their possession any other 


When on:fatigue parties, they will 


wear the proper fatigue dress. . 

126, In camp er barracks, the company offi- 
‘cers must visit the Kitchen daily and inspect 
the kettlea, and at all times carefully attend 
to the messing and econemy of their respect- 
ive companies. The commanding officer of 
the regiment wilt make frequent inspections 
of the kitchens and messes. These duties are 
of the utmost importance—not to be neglected. 

117. The bread must be thoroughly baked, 
and not eaten until itis cold. The soup must 
be boiled at least five hours, and the vegeta- 
biés always cooked sufficiently to be perfectly 
soft and digestible. 

118. Messes will be prepared by privates of 
squads, yeti private musicians, each tak- 
ing his tour, e greatest care should be 
observed in washing and scouring the cook- 
ing utensils ; those made of brass and copper 
should be lined with tin. : 

118. The messes of prisoners will be sent 
to them by the cooks. 

120. No persons will be allowed to visit or 
remain in the kitchen, except such as may 
come on duty or be occupied as cooks. The 
kitchen should always be under the particular 
charge of a non-commissioned officer. 

122. On marches and in the field. the only 
mess furniture of the soldier will be one tin 
plate. one tin cup, one knife. fork, and spoon, 
to each man, to be carried by himself. 

126. Non-commissioned officers will, in no 
case, be permitted to act as waiters ; nor are 
they. or private soldiers. not waiters, to be 
employed in any menial office, or made to per- 
form any service not military. for the private 
benefit of any officer or mess of oflicers.
